CUTS DOWN’ LEGAL STAFFS 


Lawyers-Doing Necessary Work 
_ Alone Retained — Payments 
to Associations Restricted.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—Lobbyists 
and other agents employed by railroads 
te affect legislation or élections are to 
be dropped from the payrolls of the. 
transportation, lines under Government 
‘control; passes, except as prévided for 
by Congressional action, abolished, and 
expenditures for the legal staffs of the 
carriers reduced to a minimum as a re- 
sult of a sweeping order issued’ tonight 
by William G. McAdoo, Director General 
of Railroads. Here is the order: 


GENERAL ORDER NO. 6.°* - 
To the officers and directors of rail- 
road companies: ; 

During the period of pogsession, | 
operation, and Government control of . 
railroads it is necessary that officers, 
directors, and agents of railroad com-

* portation matters. Without attempting 
at' this time to give genera] directions, 
there are a few matters involving the 
expenditure of moneys for purposes 
having no direct relation. to-transpor- 
tation which should receive immediate 
attention as well as the issuance of.

New York Bakers Say Substi- 
tutes for Wheat Are More 
Expensive. : 


NO SUPPLY. IS ON HAND 


It Is Expected, However, That. Feb. 
24-Will See.a Steady Supply 
: of New Food. 


Bread dealers in this city said yester- 
day that ‘the adoption of the “ victory 
bread” by the: United States Food Ad- 
ministration: with réduction of\ the 
wheat in each loaf by 20 per cent. 
would result in an increase of the price 
of bread to the consumer unless the 
Government undertook’ to control the 
cost of the various substitutes for 
wheat. They pointed out that the cost 
of the substitutes, such as barley, corn, 
and rice, was as great and in some 
cases greater than that of flour. 

The officials of the large baking con- 
cerns, however, accepted the new order 
cheerfully, and declared that they would 
turn out the ‘‘ victory loaf” according 
to regulationa' as, soon as the necessary 


Feb. 24 all*expect to be producing the 
“victory bread.” Frederick H. Frazier, 
Secretary of the General Baking Com- 


pany, said: : 

‘We won't be able to put the 5 per 
cent. substitute into effect right away. 
It will take ‘a day or two to arrange 
matters in accordance with the new 
regulations.. Barley, corn, and rice are 
not as economical’ as wheat flour -be- 
cause they “conthin no gluten. Con- 
siderable: difficulty will be encountered 
in obtaining an adequate supply o 
substitutes, no warning having been re- 
ceived by the bakers that would justify 
them in keeping: any Yan supply of 
these materials on hand.” 

An official of the Ward Baking Com- 
pany stated that that concern was prac- 
ically in a position to produce the new 
bread at once. This company has been 
producing two loaves in which bran and 
corn have been used as substitutes for 
wheat. . , 

‘To conform with the new regulation 
loaf,’”’ he said, “we will use rice, corn, 
and barley, although at the present 
—_ these substitutes are scarcer than 

our.” 

It was learned yesterday that the Fed- 
eral Milk Commission has submitted its 
récommendation for the price of milk 
for February to United States Food 
Administrator Hoover, who must be 
| prove before it can be made public. It 
was understood the commission has rec- 
ommended a slight reduction in. tho 
price of Grade A and Grade milk 
to be delivered to the consumer, leaving 
unchanged the price of milk purchased 
on a cash-and-carry basis.

NEW FOOD PLEDGES 
_ WILL BE OUT TODAY 


18,000,000 Cards To Be Distrib- 
uted Urging Serious Study ~ 
of New Regulations. —

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—The United 


States. Food Administration today -sent 
out instructions to the State Adminis- 


trators throughout the country to begin 
at once the distribution of more ‘than 
18,000,000 food ‘pledge cards giving in 
detail the food conservation measures 
presented yesterday by President Wil- 
son and: Herbert C. Hoover as essential 
to the success of the war. 

It is estimatéd that’.there are 18,000,000 
households in the United States, and 
other pledge cards dssued earlier in the 
conservation campaign have been hung 
in the windows of 13,000,000 homes. The 
effort is not to stop there, however, and 
an army of agents in every community 
in the nation will make a house-to-house 


canvass. 
The car will bear a further appeal 
from Mr. Hoover, setting forth . the 
necessity for the conservation of mil- 
lions of bushels of. wheat- and millions 
of pounds of meat if the plea. made by 
the allied nations is to be met. In his 
statement to the nation Mr... Hoover 
calls on each man, woman, and child 
to study the problem seriously and give 
atriotic support. : . 
very tr is asked to observe 
strictly the rules for two wheatless days, 
(Mondays and Wednesdays;) a meatless

Although Gen- 
eral Orders No. 5 do not indicate who 
will make the actual purchases, it is 
explained by the War Department that 
this function will remain vested as 
heretofere in the Quartermaster Gen- 
eral, ‘the Chief of Ordnance, the Sur- 
geon General, the Chief Signal Officer, 
and the Chief of Engineers. The pur- 
pose of the office of Director of Supplies 
is practically that which was heretofore 
vested in the Committee on Supplies 
of the Council of National Defense. The 
work of the clothing branch of this com- 
mittee, which: undertook to arrange for 
uniforms and overcoats for our sol- 
diers, came in for considerable criticism 
during the investigation into War De- 
partment methods by the Senate Com- 
mittee’ on Military Affairs. ~ 

The orders for the creation of the War 
Department’s office of Director of Pur- 
chases show that the functions of this 
office are largely statistical and advis- 
ory. It will gather informatton con- 
cerning market conditions of supplies 
needed for e€ army, and will make 
arrangement for their purchase, but 
the authority to determine what’ pur- 
chases shall be made and to. sign the 
contracts will:remain with the chiefs of 
five separate divisions of the War De- 
partment. 

The formation of the Section of Pur- 
chases is being attributed by critics of 
the military administration to a desire 
to counteract the effort to enact laws 
for the appointment of a Director of 
Munitions and the formation of a War 
Cabinet. From what is known of the 
sentiments of these critics it is doubt- 
ful if the new organization will tend 
to placate them, partly for the reason 
that the Director of Purchases and his 
assistants, including Surveyor General 
Stettinius, will have no statutory au- 
thority, and,. in fact, will not make any 
direct purchases of supplies, but wiil 
—— sl — ere remaining 
within e@ authority of five separa 
War Department bureaus. . - 

It is expected that when Secre 
Baker vppears tomorrow ‘before the 
Senate Committee~on Military Affairs 
he will be interrogated ag ‘to the rea- 
son for the organization of the’ section 
of purc es and what he expects to ac- 
complish 4 it in the way of co-ordina- 
tion and of meeting the complaints that 
the military purchasing system is ‘faulty 
and out of date.

Being Resoued. - 


3 BOMBPROOFS WRECKED 


Disaster at Torpedo Station Ascribed 
to Accident, but Rigid In- 
vestigation Ordered.

NEWPORT, R. I.,. Jan.. 27.—A rigid 
Investigation as tothe cause of the ex- 
plosion which killed twelve of the 3,000 
civilian employes of the Newport Naval 
Torpedo Station and severely injured 
seven others was. begun today by the 
naval authorities. So far as could be 
determined at this time, it was‘ the ac- 
cidental setting off of about 125 pounds 
of fulminate of mercury in Bombproof 
No. 2, used for the drying of detonators 
after they had been filled with the ex- 
plogive, that wrecked this structure and 
two other concrete bombproofs adjacent 
to it. 

All of the men in bombproof No. 2, 
with the exception of James Mahoney, 
who suffered injuries which may cause 
his death, were killed outright. The 
survivors lifted from the two other un- 
derground structures were bady injured. 
After a large force of workers had ex- 
cavated all night, they reached the floor 
of No. 1 bombproof and removed the 
two bodies, which brought the list of 
dead up from ten, as first announced, 
to twelve.

‘Fire Chief Moore of 
\Néwark said all danger to the ship ways 
and .the buildings of the Submarine Boat 
Corporation -was past. 

Workmen of both the Quartermaster 
Corps and the Submarine Boat Corpora- 
tion were engaged yesterday removing 
wreckage preparatory to rebuilding. 
Major Frank E. Lamphere of the Quar- 
termaster Corps and B. L. Worden, 
General Superintendent of the Subma- 
rine Boat Corporation, were sure there 
would be no delay to the work of either 
plant. Temporary piers will be built 
hurriedly for use till the permanent 
work is,done, which will be in about 
three months, according to City Engi- 
neer Morris R. Sherrerd.

Following a meeting of the Directors 
of the New York Newsdealers and 
Stationers’ Protective Association in the 
Harlem Casino yesterday afternoon, it 
was announced that a continuation of 
their boycett » of the New York City 
newspapers..had ,been decided upon. 
Irwin I, Rackoft, attorney for the news- 
dealers, who made the announcement, 
said last ‘ight that the boycott would 
be extended today to Staten Island as 
well as the boroughs of- Manhattan, 
Brooklyn, and Queens. 

The fight against the’ newspapers by 
the dealers started on Saturday when 
thé new scale of prices was put into’ ef- 
fect by the-néwspapers of this city. A 
meeting was called Saturday at the 
‘Harlem Casino at which about 500 deal- 
.@rs were present. Here it was deter- 
mined to press the boycott ‘ until con- 
ditions in the. sale, delivery, and distri- 
bution- of papers ’’ were remedied from 
‘the dealers’ point of view. After this 
meeting, a letter was sent to Mayor 
Hylan and to Police Commissioner 
Richard Hnright, announcing the boy- 
“eott.and promising that there would be 
nc violence. A paragraph in thé letter 
to Maycr Hylan read: , : 

“The publishers have increased the 
price of newspapers to 2 cents,’ have 
materially increased the wholesale, rate 
to -newsdealers, and have made news- 
papers absolutely unreturnable. The 
_newsdealers feel that they can no longer 
- do: business with the publishers on the 
extremely narrow margin of profit al- 
‘lowed them.”’ 

The newsdealers have been argunie 


for a long time that there was not 
enough profit in handling a 1-cent news- 
paper. The papers were taken froth the 
newspaper offices by the news compan- 
fes, who paid for them 50 cents per hun- 
dred copies, and distributed them among 
the dealers in various parts of the city 
3 60 cents a hundred. The newsdealers 
ld to the public’single:- copies at one 

far a hundred, thus making a profit 

¢ four-tenths of a cent on each paper. 
; Under the new scale of prices the dis-: 
tributing companies buy the news . ers 
at $1.25 a hundred copies and sel em 
for $1.40 to the dealer, who thus tnaege 
six-tenths of a cent profit on each paper, 
or 60 cents per hundred: copies. The 
dealers, while admitting that this gives 
them an increase of 50 per cent. in their 
rofits, contend that this is not enough

Predicts Allies Will March to. Vic- 
tory as-Soan as, United States 
Forces Streigthen the Front.

** No compromise and war to a finish,” 
said Lord Dunmore of the British For- 
eign Office at the Ritz-Carlton yester- 
day’ in| commenting on present peace 
discussions. Lord Dunmore saw no 
prospects of negotiations as: the result 
of the peace talk, but looked forward 
on the contrary to a prolonged contest 
for a decision. In his opinion the allied 
armies were now in the ascendency, and 
would be able to utilize that ascendency 
into an active march to victory as soon 
as the United States forces |achieved 
sufficient numbers and strength at the 
front. 

“It is highly significant, ” gaid Lord 
Dunmore, ‘‘that in the year of 1917 
the British forces did not attack a single 
position which they did not succeed: in 
taking. In other words, while the Ger- 
mans by reason of forty years of prep- 
aration were able to leap ahead in the 


first two years of the war, in the third 
year for the first .time we got the 
ascendency. 

‘It is easv to understand why our 
ascendency did not bring about a de- 
cision, We were not in a position to 
exploit our successes or continue our ad- 
vance for the simple reason that we 
lacked sufficient man power. In other 
words it is no’ longer a question now of 
defeating the Germans. There can be 


no further doubt on that score. It now

Several managers in the major ieagues 
ve sent out word to their playéra to 
begin daily exercising so as to be in 
condition for, the coming season in cease 


‘ tue Spring training trips have to be 
_ Sabandoned on account of the congested 


Yailroad conditions or bad weather. It 
is the first time that the major leagues 
have ever asked their athletes to train 
at home and report in the best physical 
Condition. While for years club owners 
have argued that a high-priced cmploye, 
‘Buch as a ball player, should keep in the 
best condition all the year; none; of 
them has been able to put such a rule 
into effect,-and each season the vlub has 
to stand the great expense of the South- 
ern training trip. 

This is the first indication from the 
baseball men that they realize a pos- 
Bibility of having to give’ up Spring 
training this year. They have received 
private advices that by the iniddle of 
March, wher the! players are planning 
to go South, the movement of troops and 
supplics \ill be so great that the reguiar 
pa_senger-trarfic will be in much worse 
éhape than it is now. ‘ 

Becominy atarmed at this possibility, 
some of the cluba) have asked their 
piayers to spend the time between now 
anda reporting time in gymnasiums, if 
possible, and if not in some form of daily 
exercise, which will keep them in shape 
fer the coming campaign. As a rule 
ball players take it easy during the 
Winter months, and when they report 
at the Spring training camps the trainer 
has to spend much of his time in work- 
ing off all the excess poundage which 
has been accumulated during the Winter. 

While many ball players take exercise 
during the Winter by playing basket- 
ball, this practice has been frowned 
upon by the managers because of the 
risk of: exci $s What the managers 
suggest now is handball, daily ‘jaunts 
ever the roads, dumb bell and Indian 
club exercises and general gymnasium 
‘work wherever it is possible. Many 
of the ball players spend most of their 
off time hunting and they are usually 

good shape when pring comes 
around. It is the players who spend 
the Winter months in the city that the 
managers are advising to start train- 
fing as soon as possible. 

t is not only the curtailed railroad 
facilities which are worrying the base- 

folks, but also the unheard of 
weather in the South this Winter. The 
Southern States have never known such 
cold weather as they have had during 
the last few weeks and there is no more 
ndication of a letup than there is 
ere in the North. In every part of the 
South where baseball clubs have train- 
ing camps, the weather this Winter has 
already approached the zero mark. 

Advices from the South indicate that 
the South expects the latest Spring on 
record. Baseball clubs have encoun- 
tered bad weather on the Southern train- 
ng trips in the past and the results 
eve always been disastrous... So-the

Few clubs cover their expenses on the 
Spfing training trips. Of late years it 

8 been necessary to arrange barn 
storming trips of exhibition games be- 
tween clubs of. the two leagues. to 
furnish an attraction tn a Southern city. 
Many club owners would welcome a 
chance to save this early training ‘ex- 
pense during the war, at least.

Fellx Warburg at Annual Meeting 
Praises Aids for Efforts in Mak- 
Ing “Venture a Success. 








At the annual meeting of the Federa- 
tion for the Support of Jewish Philan- 
thropie Societies, held last night at the 


Manhat ip House, officers re- 
ported juccess during, the first 
year of ne ederation, and the mem- 


bers cheered the announcement jof full 
victory for the two weeks’ drive to get 
50,000 new members, pledged to the 
maintenance of the eighty-nine welfare 
bedies embraced in the organization. 

Reports of the team Colonels, read by 
Jacob: Wertheim, showed'‘that the teams 
had enrolled 51,567 new members. In 
addition, H. B. Rosen,:one of the. lead- 
ing team Colonels, has pledges’ from 
fraternal organizations which were late. 
in starting their. drives, totaling 10,500 
members. There are 21,000 present 
members, 80 that the federation starts 
its second year practically assured of, 
dividing its responsibilities among 
88,067 Jews. The great aim of the drive, 
to make:the union of Jewish welfare in-" 
stitutions a real democracy. with in- 
terest, responsibility; and. support 
equitably distributed among all parts 
of the community;. thus, was accom- 
plished. Jews only were ‘solicited and 
enrolled, 

No financial figures were made public 
last night by Felix M: Warburg;. Presi- 
dent of the federation and “ General”’ 
of the campaigning ‘army, but it is, 
known that déspite the great’ increase 
in membership there still exists in the 
combined budgets of the constituent in- 
stitutions a deficit of some $300,000. 
This, it was said last night, will be 
raised quietly among those best able to 
supply it.

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THE AMENDED RAILWAY BILL. 

The bill for Government control of 
the railways is so altered that crit- 
Scism of the first form is justified, 
and not yet silenced. It is a distinct 
gain that the bill now contains an 


‘explicit declaration that it is ‘‘ emer- 


“gency legislation, enacted to meet 
“conditions growing out of the war.” 
| Naturally, therefore, the bill is not 
“to be construed as expressing or 
* prejudicing the future policy of the 
* Federal Government concerning the 
“ownership” of the carriers, or the 
method or. basis of their capitaliza- 
tion.” But the present declaration 
against Government ownership might 
be made affirmative rather than 
neutral. And there is an. ob- 
vieus inconsistency in declaring 
that a+war measure shell con- 
tinue effective “ until Congress shall 
order otherwise” after the G¢on- 
clusion of the war. A war measure 
may be both expedient and constitu- 
tional during war and inexpedient and 
unconstitutional during peace. No 
enactment of Congress either now or 
hereafter can alter either the eco- 
‘nomics or the constituticnality of such 
@ proposal. And there are criticisms 
which would be more urgently ex- 
pressed when the Government had 
Jess need to ask indulgence from those 
whose property is taken unceremo- 
niously, ‘for the common good, and 
‘without a guarantee for the realiza- 
tion of hopes long deferred through 


_ public ‘control of a mischievous sort. 


There is betterment also in the 
provisions of the bill covering pay- 
ment for the use of the railways dur- 
ing the war. As rental for public 
‘mses during military necessity it does 
mot.call- for the same criticism as 
‘would he justified if the taking over, 
for the same price, were permanent. 
Reliance is still placed as much on 
the President’s declaration of inten- 
tion as upon the language of the bill. 
(he declaration of policy by the Di- 
rector General also is beneficial, and 
of record. If there should arise occa- 
sion for_difference of opinion between 
Government and owners. in calmer 
times, judicial cognjzance would 
necessarily conside® the record as 
fwell. as the statute. The bill itself 
provides a method of adjusting such 


‘“@ifferences evéii under conditions of 


‘war. Firstly, a more liberal method 
‘ef. calculating» the payments is pro- 
vided. Secondly, a board of referees 
is set up to consider such matters. 


Thirdly, appeal to the Court of Clgims 


fis provided. Throughout, the bill now 
takes more the form of compensation 
for disturbance in use rather than of 
condemnation for ownership. Agree- 
mént rather than confiscation is the 
principle of the bill. ; 

This is particularly apparent in the 
provisions giving discretion for the 
consideration of ‘exceptional cases. 
There are roads..emerging from 


.\ prostration which have just claim 


fer exceptional treatment . even 
though the average treatment may 
be approved. Roads which have 
gtarved their income for the sake of 
hetterments devoted to public service 
re entitled to the amended provision 
§n their favor. The “short” ijnes 
are treated better in the bill than in 
the Director General’s statement that | 
he “had no patience” with those 
fwho wanted to know where they 
svould come out if the other roads 


*\, Were taken and they were left with- 


i fe 


‘gut the protection of their normal 
egennections. Nothing has yet been 
gaid about the division of rates be-| 
tween the long and short lines, It 
‘was not perfect before, and ig made 
worse now. This may he one of the 
points better dealt with under dis- 
‘cretionary power directed by good in- 
tention than by explicit legislation. 

Tt ts not possible to put all details 
into @ statute, and not surely desir- 
able if possible, Such points may be 
yégarded as covered by the procedure 
provided as well as by explicit words.

it is easy to Speculate on the reasons 
why no spy has been shot or hanged 
in America. Three theories are ab- 
vious: (1) The Government has not 
yet caught a spy.

(3) It is hampered 
by statutes rendering capital punish- 
ment iHegal except after long trials 
and with detailed proofs hitherto 
wnobtainable. The first condition 
needs no diseussion. The second i 
one permitting of endless argument, 
in which @ large proportion of Amer- 
icans would disagree with the Admin- 
istration, The destructive fires at 
several ports within a few days are 
evidence tNat @ different pojicy is 
needed. As to the existing laws, there 
ig no doubt they are inadequate. Con- 
gress should lose no time in framing 
legislation. to make possible the sum- 
mary punishment of spies and plot- 
ters as @ warning that we are deter- 
mined at last to end the outrages s0 
long perpetrated with impunity by 
German enemies. ‘

MAJESTY IN BUSINESS, 
German spokesmen both in -Ger- 
many and in America have seen fit to 
adopt the taunt, “ Geschift tiber 
Alles,” flung at the victims of the 
Lusitania by their murderers, as the 
basis of much of their factory-made! 
denunciation. of this country. Per- 
haps, as they say, an ignoble race of 
dollar-chasers cannot appreciate the 
moral principles pervading a -nation 
devoted to the service of the nobler 
military virtues; but the Germans in 
their humble way were fairly success. 
ful dollar-chasers themselves before 
the war, and Ameritan business men 
ought te be competent critics of the 
business morality that has obtained in 
Germany. 

The chief exponent of German busi- 
ness ethics as lately revealed to the 
world is, very fitly, the All-Highest, 
the anginted WiLt1iam, who himself 
was called, in the years when Ger- 
many seemed to be aiming rather at 
commercial supremacy than military 
domination, the best salesman of his 
time, The Willy-Nicky telegrams 
made public last Summer . revealed 
some of WiLiiAM’s sales methods in 
dealings with the equally imperial but 
less astute Nicpotas. After giving 
advice to the Czar when he was, 4t 
war with Japan, which, if followed, 
must infallibly have led to the de- 
struction of the remnants of his fleet, 
the Kaiser added a warning about 
Italian naval preparations, and then 
brought in the friendly words: “ You 
“ ought not forget to order new ships 
“of the line.. They will be excellent 
*persuaders at the peace negotia- 
“tions. Our private firms will. be 
“most glad to receive contracts.” 

if an American constructor should 
set fire to a building in order to get 
the contract for its successor our un- 
tutored cisatlantic morality would re- 
gard his conduct 4s reprehensiple. 
WittuM may have felt that in trans- 
actions with a non-German, even 
though he were & cousin and a fel- 
Jow-monarch, anything was legiti- 
mate; but recent.evidénce shews that 
he was not hampered by fine-spun 
‘webs of scruple in transactions with 
his own subjects, 

“When the Hohenzgllerns wanted 
“to get the support of the commer- 
“cial classes for their’ war plans,” 
says & pamphlet attributed to Aveust 
Turssen, the Westphalian ironmas- 
ter, who wag quite preperly fined for 
writing it, “ they put their ideas be- 
fore us as-a commercial proposition.” 
This was not after the murder of 
FRanz FERpinanp, be it noted; it _was 
back in' 1912, before the Balkan wars, 
Tt\was all explained by. the Kaiger | * 
himself in three highly private 
speeches to conferences of business 
men. War with Bngiand was to 
bring, not later than 1915, the con- 
quest of Canada, Australia, and Indfa; 
an India which for the first time was 
to be really ruled, and the revenues 
which Britain allowed to go to waste 
on native princes were to be appro- 
priated for the German lords of the 

earth.. These conquests, of course, 
could not be made without money, 
which the German milHonaires were 
to provide; but’ by way of repempense 
they were to be let in'on “ something 





good” beforehand. Accordingly, 


hundred: militon-dollar AO TIRES was 
founded to” develop British Columbia, 
with the Government providing half 
the capital, Tursss~ himself was ad- 
vined: to buy 80,000 acres in Australia ;. 
end the money for dévelopment was 

to be Tent by the Deuteche Bank at 8 
per cent. Others—the number of 
those let in on the ground floor event- 
} usly rose to eighty—were aided in ac- 
quiritig a strategic commercial posi- 
tion in India. A few weeks of war

The loans were duly made, but the 
war did not go according to achedule. 
-In December, 1916, Betumann Hotz- 
wee notified seventy-eight ‘wealthy 
Germans—two, it is to be presumed, 
bad died the meantime—that fur- 
ther inves t was needed to develop 
the property, and that they personally 
would be. expected to take 4,000,000,- 
000 marks of the next war loan. 
Sayasen, who ts said to have be- 
lieved thet the war could have been 
prevented if Ambassadorg had been 
recruited from the commercial instead 
of the official classea, appears to have 
seen no use in throwing good money 
after bad; whereupon BreramMANn 
Hotuwnze sent his private secretary to 
warn him that he would get no new 
war contracts until he, subscribed. 
And when he still held ont his indus- 
tries were taken over by the Govern- 
ment for the rest of the .war at 4 per 
cent, interest. 

All of which must be encouraging 
reading for thrifty Germans who have 
put their savings Into war bonds and 
have seen the interest on early loans 
met by new. borrowings. <As long as 
the much-talked-of thumping in- 
demnity could be counted-on this was 
all very well. But with no indemnity 
in. sight, Germana who look forward 
to the end of the war must contem- 
plate with ving the Kaiser's 
notion of co ercial and financial 
integrity.

THE “SPIRITUALLY DEVELOPED.” 

Dr. von KusHLMANN !s sometimes 
engagingly plausible unless you know 
what, he means. When he told the 
Reichstag Main Committee on Friday 
that “the national will is always 
“ formed and expressed by a relatively 

“ small number of spiritually developed 
“ and patriotically inspired leaders,” 
he uttered @ commonplace. Everybody 
knows that the people, millions of 
people, cannot call. each other up on 
the telephone and by congultation de- 
termine what they are going to think 
about @ public question. - The Cavours, 
the Gambettas, the Gladstones, the 
Patrick Henrys, and others of the 
“spiritually developed” are always 
and everywhere the formulators and 
prociaimers of the national will, The 
people accept them as leaders. So 
there can be ho quarrel wit® the Ger- 
man Foreign Secretary on that point. 

There- would be dissent from his 
next affirmation, but chiefly among 
the Progressfyes of the United States; 
Petrograd Bolsheviki have made it the 

foundation of their creed, at least of 
their action: 

The decision of a representative 
bedy, expressed on broad principles, {s- 
infinitely more to the purpose than a 
referendum. 

This is good New England doctrine 
two hundred and fifty years old. It 
is nothing but the representative 
theory of government. But here the 
pit yewns, for it is Dr, von KuvEnHL- 
MANN, not FisHes Ames, that pro- 
pounds the doctrine. What is the ap- 
plication? It is to Poland, Courland, 
Lithuania, Livonia, and Esthonia, 
Russian lands fer which TrotzKr at 
Brest-Litevsk demands “ self-deter- 
mination,”.decision by. vote of the peo- 
ple whether they will remain with 
Russia, go to Germany, or be inde- 
pendent. The German Generals in 
eccupation of these provinces, having 
already seen to it that properly consti- 


created, Dr. KvEHLMANNW’sS advocacy |. 
of the New England theory of gov- 
‘ernment becomeg understandable. 

We get further ight when we seek 
definitions for his delightful phrase 
about the “spiritually developed.” 
He had said that, “so far as carrying 
“out the right of self-disposal was 
“-coneerned, there was no European 
“law or custom.” That is miles wide 
of the truth... Europeen law and cus- 
tom, sanctioned by centuries of obsery- 
auce, still powerfully supported by an 
important body ef opinien, is to deny 
the right altogether, Germany is the 
leading authority, Austyia~Hungary @ 
living embodiment of the doctrine that 
“a relatively small number of spirit:

MOTOR TRUCK TRANSPORTATION. 

Oné of the hopeful signs of the 
times, emphasized by our railroad 
congestion difficulties,. has been the 
enlarged recognition of the usefulness 
of the motor truck as a ‘transportation 
medium. Emerging, as it virtually is, T 


few years, the commercial motor 
vehicle is entering upon a period of 
great expansion and national! utility, 
and it is a significant fact thet, in 
all of the various plans proposed for 
improvements in local freight trans- 
portation, the motor truck has figured 
as the most important factor, It is 
estimated that there are 34,000 com- 
mercial moter vehicles ef all types in 
New York City, and the National | ™* 
Automobile Chamber of Commerce, in 
its latest autemobile census, gave a 
total of about 450,000 commercial 
motor vehicles In the United States, 
or a little less than one-tenth of all 
the motor cars jn use in the country. 

The store door delivery plan and the 
full return loads system advocated 
by the Merchants’ Association, the 
Highway Transport Commission of the 
Council of National Defense, the Motor ' 
Truck Club of America, the railroad 
traffic managers, and other organiza- 
tions,» are all based on getting the 
greatest’ possible seryice from the 
available number of motor trucks. 
Those who have studied this problem 
estimate that such vehicles engaged | 
in handling shipments from the pliers 
and other terminal centres are less 
than 50 per cent, utilized. In other 
words, more than 50 per cent. of the 
carrying; capacity of the motor trucks 
available for transporting heavy com- 
modities goes to waste, and this waste 
is due to a lack of any practical 
means of using it. 

The store door delivery. plan, in 
brief, involves the division of the 
city into zones and the cartage of 
goods direct to the consignee frem 
the terminal point by any available 
truck designated for that zone, with 
the payment of reasonable charges by 
the consignee, While it is a radi 
transportation remedy, there is no 
auestion that it would work for 
greater efficiency in the use of the 
trucks available for such service. 

The plan’ has been criticised by both 
shippers and heads of trucking con- 
cerns. No clear indieation has been 
given as to how a sufficient number of 
trucks would be obtained for the rapid 
store door delivery system. It has 
been pointed out that, to be success- 
ful, some one would have to be em- 
powered with authority to com- 
mandeer the required number of 
trucks, This possibility was suggested 
by. Roy D. CHarin, Chairman of the 
Highway Transport Committee, who, 
in a recent conference with traffic 
managers, intimated that the plan, 
when deemed satisfactory, would go 
into effect with the sanction of the 
proper Government authority. This 
would invelve a responsibility on the 
part of the administrator to make 
prompt payments for the truck serv- 
ice, for which he would be reimbursed, 
eventually, by the respective con- 
signees, 

In view of the recent disturbances, 
business interests are not inclined to 
look with favor upon additional Gov- 
ernment management or interference. 
The ultimate solution, in the opinion 
of many traffic experts, will be found 
by private interests, which in some 
cases. are Blready showing evidences 
of adapting some of the benefits \pro- 
‘posed in these various transportation 
plans. ,

This state- 
ment hag been reiterated by Mr. Lioyd 
George and by Mr. Bonar Law. Even 
if, ae alleged, the Germans have more 
divisions than the Allies on the western 
front, it by no means indicates that 
they have more men.

on Germany to $30,519,259. In addition 
to this amount appropriations amount- 
ing to $7,088,649 have been made for 
the purchase of supplies in the United 
States for shipment to France. Of the 
total .amount appropriated for the 
American Red Cross work in France, 
$14,019,889 was for military relief, 
$9,556,482 for civillarf relief, $3,359,541 
for the Bureau of Supplies and other 
bureaus, and $3,519,258 for miscel- 
laneous expenses. 

Never in the history of the world has 
one nation expended so much money for 
relief activities in another country: as | 
is the case of. the United States in

Dr. Young Upholds War Criticism—

**We have heard of meatless days 
and wheatless days,” said Mr. Bryan. 
‘Why doesn’t some one suggest a few 
beerless days? e can’t afford to take 
the children’s. bread and give it up to 
men to convert into alcohol. How can 
we justify the making of any part of 

our preadstutfs into rior preadt Flauar 
when men are crying for b 

‘We cannot have our men’s strength 
impaired. We need men at maximum 
strength; with their brains clear and 
their nerves steady. The law makes 
that man a criminal who sells liquor to 

a soldier in uniform. i-don’t know _ 
that we might have a law passed pj 
ting every man.in uniform and settl 
it that way. 

Mr. Bryan defended American soldiers 
from charges made against their char- 
acter, declaring that tney re the pick 
of the land physically and morally, and 
then said that, if it was worth while to 
keep alcohol trom the men on the firing 
line, it was equally worth while to keep 
it from the men at home who are 
working on pe unitions and who ought 
to be kept ‘‘ 100 per cent. pure.”’ 

Referring to the case of tne one Amer- 
‘ican soldier put to death in France be- 
cause of a crime committed while in- 
toxicated, he said: ‘‘ That boy who’ went 
to France to give his life for his coun- 
try was hanged for a crime. The authori- 
ties said it was a just punishment, but 
the man who sold him the liquor was 
not’ punished. It is time to reach the 
men higher up. The brewers would fake 
the men in our army and make drunk- 
ards of them all, making you defense- 
less before the foe, just to make money 
from the liquor traffic.’’ 

Resolutions were adopted at the aft- 
ernoon meeting saying that it was the 
sense of thé tweive churches whose 
membership was represented that the 
representatives in‘the national and State 
Legislatures from the district should 
assist in the ‘campaign to get the na- 
tional prohibition amendment ratified 
by the State. Another resolution urged 
as a conservation measure that no grain 
be used in —, alcohol fcr the dura- 
tion of the war t both meetings large 
crowds were turned away. 

Speaking in the Central Baptist 
Church, Amsterdam Avenue and Nine- 
ty- -tirst. Street, the Rev. Dr. Frank M. 

Goodchild- said: ‘‘There are single 
saloons in this city that ruin more 
young men than all the churches oe 
together save. in the same time. 
have now come to. the svg in our 
fight where we are not willing to wait 
for the conversion of the saloonkeeper; 
we propose to do our utmost to put the 
saloon out of business.; Something has 
been done in the prohibit! on of the manu- 
facture of the stronger drinks for the 
period of the war. But this does not 
go far enough. A drunk’s a drunk, no 
matter what saintly airs brewers may 
now. assume as makers of temperance 
drinks.’ 

In several Catholic churches service 
flags were blessed with formal cere- 
mony.

BURIED EIGHT HOURS, LIVES 


Laborer on a Coal Chute Has a 
Remarkable Escape from Death. 


After he had ‘been buried for eight 
hours undér five feet of coal in a chute 
near the Municipal Ferry pier on Staten 
Island, William Reilley, an employe of 
the ferry, was dug out alive yesterday. 
Physicians who had waited for an hour 
expecting to pronounce the buried man 
dead when he was uncovered, were sur- 
prised when Reilley recovered upon 
their first efforts in resuscitation. 

Reilley was working at.a coal chute, 
with an endless chain of buckets carry- 
ing coal down 100 feet to. a vessel, when 
something went wrong with the appara- 
tus at the top of the coal station. When 
he went to the top of the chute he 
stumbled and slid down into the chute 
and almost into the bunkers of the ves- 
sel. The crash of his body against the 
chute started the coal carriers again 
and before Reilley had recovered from 
the shock of the fall the chain of buckets 
was burying him with coal. Hal@ an 


hour later other workmen missed Reilley 
and began a search for him. They 
stopped the machinery and _ looked 
through-the chute, the coal station, the 
bunkers, and finaliy decided that he had 
fallen into the water. 

After a search of several hours fire- 
men and policemen :decided to dig into 
the coal, and they found Reflley packed 
tight against the side of the chute: He 
had to be dragged back to the top of 
the chute with a rope. He recovered 
consciousness in a few minutes, refused 
to go to a hospital, and started with a 
companion for his’ home at 91 Ninth 
Avenue. 


CREOLE IN A COLLISION. 


‘Returns to Port With Hole In Her 
Starboard Bow. { 


The Creole of the Southern Pacific 
Line, which left here on Saturday with 
1287 passengers for New Orleans, re- 
turned to her pier pester de, with a hole 
seven feet by ten ripped in her starboard 
‘bow in a collision on Baturday night 
in a blinding snowstorm with a freighter 
off the Delaware Capes.

His name 
will go down in history with that of 
Lincoln as a great benefactor of the 
negro race. Today we mourn the death 
of his successor, Hollis Burke Frissell. 
Recognizing the fundamental value of 
the Armstrong spirit, Dr. Frissell kept 
himself in the shadow of Armstrong’s 
great name. He wes wonderful, how- 
ever, a8 an executive, wonderful in win- 
ning the loyalty and enthusiasm of his 
Hampton associates, in retaining and 
enlarging thé supporters of Hampton, 
in making Hampton’s excellence and 
value known to the white men of the 
South, who must co-operate to make 
this great work a success.

C. 8. Fairchild Says We Owe Our 
Allies the Billions We Have Lent. 


That after the war the United States 
should give to the allied Governments 


the bitlions of dollars which have been 
lent to them was urged yesterday in an 
address at Calvar oa tist Church by 
Charles 8, Fairchild, Secreta of the 
Treasury under President Cleveland. 
“I have felt all along —— the very 
beginning of the war, aid, “ that 
England, France, Italy, * Russia have 
been fighting our battles for us; that 
the war was the final clash of freedom 
against sarge _— that it was aimed 
as much at us as any’ yee. While 
the European ‘Allies pho fighting our 
battles we got immensely rich, and it 
would be only just recompense to tell 
them that our loans were a gift. 

‘This step would not be without 
precedent, for we returned to China our 
portion of the indemnity exacted after 
the- hs tt nex op of the Boxer uprising, 
less what -was needed to make restitu- 
tion to those of our citizens who wére 
injured. Now China has never forgot- 
ten that. It has borne valuable fruit 
from the purely business standpoint, 
and I am sure a gift to our allies such 
as I have suggested would be equally 
good from the business; point of view, 
as well as being an act of justice. 

‘‘The ill-winds, of war have blown 
good to some in this country, and to 
some others than the food speculator 
and the maker of munitions. As a na- 
tion we have become more broadminded, 
and have shown~ourselves to be the 
most unselfish nation on the face of the 
earth. ‘The social intercouyse that has 
been stirred up among us by the prepa- 
rations for the war has been a great 


nefit. 

‘“We were fast becoming a nation 
with no regard for each other socially, 
but now. we are held together in a

DISGUISED COMPANIES 
GET INFORMATION HERE 


Defense Society Opposes Licenses 
for Insurance Concerns Organ- 
ized in Neutral Countries. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—On evidence 
it claims to possess showing that ca- 
mouflaged enemy insurance companies 
are obtaining information invaluable to 
Germany and are ransmitting it to 
that country, the American Defense 
Society today announced that it has 
asked for a hearing in Washington to 
oppose the application of certain fire 
insurance companies in Europe to do 
business in the United States. 

t the instance of the society, Secre- 
tary McAdoo recently deprived several 
alien companies of the right to do 
business in this country, but ways and 
means to get around this prohibition 
appear to have been found. The re- 
quest of the society for a hearing is 
based on evidence held by it that Ger- 
Man insurance companies have reor- 
ganized in neutral countries and are in 
@ position to transmit valuable infor- 
mation to the enemy. 

For instance, it is reported .that since 
the dissolution of the enemy fire in- 
surance .companies in this country, six 
new insurance companies, capitalized at 
$6,000,000, have been tormed-in Nor- 
way, with the probability that their 
capital is largely German money. 
These companies aré licensed <n the 
United States and, according to the 
American Defense Society, have, as was 
= out in the case of the _compan- 
es suppressed neére, access ' through 
State and national boards of fire under- 
writers to information of incalculable 
military value.

“Its mo- 
tives were partly political and partly 
statesmanillike. The political motive was 
that the Republicans, who controlled 
the Coastitutional Convention of 1894, 
wented tO guard against this Demo- 
tratic city controlling the Legislature. 
But to do them justice, I think their 
motives were not so much partisan as 
inspired by a real foreboding of the 
danger to ‘up-State’ if the city ever 
got the upper hand. 

‘The fact is that the interests of the 
city and up-State are not always the 
same, and they don’t hitch so. well 
together as they might. The State 
boundaries, in other States as well as 
ours, are arbitrary, and some -up-State 
counties may have a more reai affinity 


‘with Ohio or Pennsylvania ‘than with 


New York City. Th&t was exactly the 
case with Virginia, the western and 
eastern parts of which were yoked to- 
gether in a galling harness. The real 
interests of Western Virginia were 
Northern; those of Eastern Virginia 
were Southern. Western Virginia’s real 
metropois was Pittsburgh, not’ Rich- 
mond. When the war of secession 
came this division of’ interests led the 


-western half of the State to secede and 
set up a separate State Government. 


It 
is now the State of West Virginia, and 
a good “teal more like Pennsylvania 


than it ts like Virginia. 
“The difference of interests isn’t so 


pronounced in New York State as it 
was in Virginia, and the two sections 
of the State get along togotiner, thouzh 
frequently with a good deal of grum- 
bling. The city charges up-State with a 
lack of sympathy, with trying to govern 
a. metropolis in accordance with rural 
standards, and up-State looks with real 
terror on what, might. happen if Tam- 
many Hall, which it abhors,: ever got.

“We hold a new Conatbutiooal: ‘Con-

I did not hear: any 
discussion, on the part of the men who 
voted against it, of the merits of the 
constitution, but only, of the characters 
of the constitution-makers..- Of those. 
I talked with I never found one who 
had read it. It's a way the people 
sometimes have, and is one reason why 
we sometimes suffer a long time from 
bad laws. 

“* However, that’s not the only way 
rto amend the State Constitution. ~In- 
dividual amendments are submitted to 
the people from time to time, but their 
fate is always uncertain, because an 
election is going on at the eame time 
and the people are too busy‘ arguing 
about who should be Governor or Mayor 
to pay much attention to. the Constitu- 
tional amendment’ until. they find. it 
staring them in the face when they 
get to the polling-place. I sincerely 
hope that one of the first things you 
ladies will do, now that you can vote, 
is to set your faces, each one of you, 
against this practice; for as a result 
of it most voters vote for or against 
Constitutional amendments in , very 
much the same spirit in which they 
would toss a cgin. Consequently the

Gradually Approaching Co- ordination|3 





‘In the midst of interesting happen- 
ings in, Congréss, at industrial cen- 
tres ‘struggling to get ‘coal and trans- 
portation, and in the- European cap- 
itals, whence have come new defini- 
tions of war objects, the stock mar- 
ket has pursued a, remarkably un- 
eventful course. The volume of ‘deal- 
ings has been down to what has come 
to be regarded as the minimum, and 
price fluctuations of no. particular 
significance. .The market's indiffer- 
ence to events of far-reaching im- 
portance is cited as evidence of. the 
strongest kind of a technical posi- 
tion. The admission that overpro- 
duction. of commodities and under- 
production of transportation neces- 
sitated the closing down of'a very 
considerable part of the nation’s in- 
dustries was itsélf. a shock which 
would have found the weak points in 
the financial situation had there been 
any speculative overextension. The 
public has largely withdrawn of late 
from both investment and speculative 
operations, leaving securities in the 
hands of professional traders. It has 
apparently decided to await a def- 
inite indication of the actual inception 
of peace negotiations before buying 
stocks with a view to possible appre- 
ciation following the end of war. 
There has been an irregular but fairly 
satisfactory demand for the better 
grade of bonds and short-term notes 
accompanied by liquidation of .Lib- 
erty bonds. The situation is one that 
is well calculated either to withstand 
unfavorable news, or to supply a 
base from which an upward move- 
iment may be started once conditions 
: begin to work out along normal lines 
again.

COLLECTIONS NS FROM ENEMIES 


War Trade Board Issues Rules Gov- 
_erntng American Firms Abroad. 


Spectal to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—Announce- 
ment was made by the War Trade Board 
today that it has authorized branches of 
American corporations and other Amer- 


fcan houses, in neutral -countries, or in ‘Alta 


countries . associated with the United 
States in the war, in cases where a 
lease has been made without knowledge 
éf the enemy character of the tenant or 
landlord to receive and pay rent un- 
der certain conditions. These conditions 
are: 

1. To receive rent from enemies or 
allies of enemies, where refusal to ac- 
cept the same will result in failure to 
collect the ‘debt. 

2. To pay rent to enemies or allies of 
enemies where refusal to pay the same 
will result in forfeiture of the lense or 
damages. 

‘But a report of every such lease must 
be mailed to the War Trade Board in 
Wasnington after the discovery of such 
Such report must also 
state the date when the lease was made,

| pressure for improvement. Co-ordina- 
tion has been preached from the 
momént that the United States de- 
clared war, but it has not been prac- 
ticed; although the lesson of inde- 
pendent agencies working sometimes 
against one another was brought 
home forcibly by the early months of 
Great Britain's preparations. The 
bringing together of all purchasing 
agencies under one executive specif- 
ically assigned to that work is at last 
‘to be realized. It is a step which 
should have been taken many months 
ago and which, decided upon then, 
might easily have avoided the con- 
gestion of facilities of distribution to- 
day. With an experiencell business 
head empowered to control the plac- 
ing of orders for five important de- 
partments it is not too much to hope 
that the confusion that has developed 
under the old competitive buying and 
routing will gradually disappear. “A 
similar condition was in the making 
early in 1915, when the Allies decided 
upon co-operation in order to effett a 
proper distribution of their require- 
{ments here and to avoid an unre- 
| stricted scramble for raw material. 


It is apparently still an open ques- 
tion as to what form the next Gov- 
‘ernment financing shall take. Orig- 
inally planned for next month, it now 





. appears likely that it will not need to 


,be undertaken until the first of 
; April. The Secretary of the Treasury 
‘has at hand alternative means for 
| providing funds for some weeks to 
; come without hastening the prepara- 
tions for the third Liberty loan. It is 
better to make free use of the tem- 
porary Treasury certificates of in- 
debtedness than to attempt the flota- 
tion of a.popular loan against un- 
favorable conditions. It would be ob- 
viously inopportune to offer a new 
issue of bonds while labor is being 
denied the opportunity to work more 
than five days a week in a large area 
and while manufacturers are unable 
to assure themselves of an ample sup- 
ply of fuel. The speeding-up process 
did not proceed evenly, with the re- 
sult that overproduction developed in 
many lines, with a shortage of things 
needed to maintain a steady move- 
ment of shipments against require- 
ments. - The congestion is showing 
signs of clearing away, and the com- 
ing of more favorable weather will 
undoubtedly. see the industrial and 
transportation agencies in’much _bet- 
ter shape. In the meantime the 
Treasury officials, acting with banks 
throughout the country, can arrive at 
a decision as to the form of a bond 
offering which is most likely to re- 
ceive ‘widespread popular support. - 


So far the Treasury has not bene- 
fited to anywhere near the extent 
counted upon from the sale of war 
savings stamps. It had been confi- 
dently expected that proceeds from 
the new thrift movement, would by 
this time be an important aid sup- 
plementing the bond sales. Against 
the amount authorized the aggregate 
sale of thrift stamps to date has: been 
most disappointing. The campaign 
got off'to a bad start and has since 
been accompanied by extremely un- 
favorable business develonments..The 
agitation for curtailment of nones- 
sentials seems to have reacted against 
the sale, but the distribution has 
picked up in the last week and is

Thtse confer- 
ences will’probably last several days 
and no definite announcements of cur- 
tailments egreed-upon will be made un- 
til their conclusion. 

‘The Portland cement interests appear 
before the Fuel ‘Commission today at 
Washington, when they -will be asked to 
state how far their production can be 
restricted this year. Commiutteemen re- 
turning from the Capitol Thursday said 
that they came back decidedly bullish as 
to the effect wartime restraint will have 
upon ‘building material ‘production and 
pointed to the fact that out of the total 
amount of coal mined in this country 
building material interests would have 
to save only 1,500,000 tons in the year. 

If the Portland cement industry, for 
instance, reduced its capacity 15 per 
cent., it could alone save the amount 
which the building material industry 
has been asked to save. And yet the 
industriés represented at the first con- 
ference were those only of hollow tile, 
drain and enameled tile industries, fire 
and front brick and some common brick 
industries. 

It is the tentative plan of the Gov- 
ernmerX_to ask the various building 
material interests to reduce their pro- 
duction in the aggregate about 25 per 
cent., but there will be some parts of 
the industry that will be permitted to 
speed up. For instance, the fire brick 
interests will be permitted to operate 
as an essential, the hollow tile, drain 
and white tile industry will be restrict- 
ed about 25 per cent., but the tentative 
plan now is to ask the front brick and 
common: brick interests to curtail] their 
coal consumption about 50 per cent. 

In each case the delegates were asked 
to voluntarily indicate how far they 
thcught existing building conditions 
would permit them to curtail their out- 
puts tu return a saving of coal. Th 
clay products industries gave as their 
tentative ‘estimate the figures present- 
ed above. Today the Portland cement 
industry will be asked to state what it 


can do. 

So many recent fires have occurred 
since the Washington conferénce in 
the storage and shipyard districts of 
the Atlantic seaboard that building ma- 
terial interests have been considering 
the matter of appealing to Washington 
to place certain lines, like Portland and 
natural cement, hollow tile, plaster 
products, roofing slate and some of the 
other fire-retarding building commodi- 
ties on a temporary, if not a permanent, 
essential list so as to permit the Gov- 
ernment to rebuild with fire-resisting 
materials, or where wood construction 
is necessary,.as in the case of ship- 
yards, to at least build fire walls of 
such height and-thickness as to prevent 
fires reaching conflagration proportions 
in exposed ‘areas. 

The condition of the building material 
market today is such that no general 
drain for fire-resisting materials could 
be made without endangering general 
housing construction, warehouse build- 
ing or other essential wartime construc- 
tion. Even last week the Government 
commandeered an entire consignment 
of sand held on dock for a well-known 
dealer. 

It. is. not possible to buy a yard of 
inch and a half or three-quarter inch 
size crushed stone. Gravel is extremely 
scarce, and+« with the Hudson frozen so 
that five-ton loaded trucks are making 
hourly trips across the Hudson at Tar- 
rytown, there is no prospect even with 
a two weeks thaw of getting boats with 
new supplies of crushed stone, gravel, 
cement, or brick down the river. 

Even in'suchta common commodity as 
asphaltum there is practically none to 
be had for any price in this market. 
Current savage according ..to the 
Dow Ser os Daily Building Reports, 
are $25 for Mexican in barrels and $1 
to contractors in tank cars, but except 
for’a small amount being taken by the 
Government Zor cantonments there is 
none to offer even by the Standard Oil 
Company. 

Bluestone is now quoted at the un- 
heard-of price of $1.60 a yard for inch 
and a half and $175 for threé-quarter- 
inch sizes for Spring delivery, and the 
quoted price for traprock in inch and a 
half size is $1.65 and $1.80 for three- 
quarter-inch, cover delivery up t 
July 1. Sand is strong, and Portland. 
cement is likely to move up at any 
time with a most decisive jump. There 
are some in the trade who.think a $2.50 
price per barrel, wholesale, will be 
reached before the end of the year. 

These are all ingredients of concrete, 
an important fire-resisting commodity 
entering into many phases of wartime 
construction, Since the war began the 
uses of Portland cement have increased 
from approximately 400 to almost 1,000. 

Plans in progress on architects’ boards 
show practically no nonessential con- 
struction uncer contemplation. Practi- 
cally every operation involves a war- 
time connection. In this vicinity alone
